The Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, for forty- | 
six years rector of Trinity Parish, died 
at 9 o’clock last night in the Trinity 
rectory at 27 West Twenty-fifth Street, 
after an iNness of only three days. Dr. 
Dix was in his 8ist year, lacking only 
three months of the age attained by his 
father, Gen. John A. Dix, who, as Secre- | 
tary of the Treasury in the Cabinet of | 
James Buchanan in 1860, uttered the 
famous order: ‘If any one attempts to 
haul down the American flag, shoot him 
on the spot.” ‘ 

Dr, Dix’s death followed 
asthma, in which his heart simply gave 
out under the strain. This asthmatic) 
attack was the fourth which he had suf- | 
fered. He had rallied from three others 
in the last three or four years. 

Because of his advanced age Dr. Dix’s 
family summoned Dr. A. Alexander Smith 
of 18 West Fifty-first Street, Dr. Dix’s 
regular physician, as soon as this last 
attack made itself manifest. Dr. Smith 
ordered Dr. Dix to bed immediately, and 
for two days exhausted his skill in an| 
effort to save his patient’s life. } 
Yesterday morning, however, it became | 
apparent that Dr, Djx’s heart was failing 
rapidly, and that his death was only a 
question of hours. He retainea conscious- 
ness,. however, and conversed with his | 
wife, son, and two daughters, who had 
gathered at his bedside. He seemed to 
know that he was about to die 
Took Part in Service for the Dying. 

As the day progressed Dr. Dix grew 
weaker, and between 5 and 6 o'clock Dr. | 
Charles H. Wells of Trinity Parish ad- 
ministered the communion, and conducted | 
a service for the dying. This arrangement 
had been made with Dr. Dix’s consent, 
and at the conclusion of the service he | 
sank back on his pillows, and in a weak | 
yoice expressed his thankfulness. 

Within a half hour afterward Dr. Dix 
had sunk almost into uncosciousness, but 
in the service he joined in the Lord's 
Prayer, in a clear, strong voice, repeating j 
the words to the end. 

From 6 o'clock until his death three 
hours later, Dr. Dix was barely conscious, 
For 2 short time he was able to take some 
slight nourishment and stimulants, but 
then his little remaining strength failed. 
There was no return to consciousness 
prior to death, and Dr. Dix passed away 
as though going to sleep... 

“Yt was very quiet and peaceful, and, I 
am eure, painless,” said Dr. Smith aftcr- | 
ward,

Bishop Potter Not Told of Death. 


Bishop Henry C. Potter was not in- 
formed last night of the death of the 
Rector of Trinity. The Bishop has been 
ill himself for the last few days, and it 
Was not considered advisable to tell him. 
““'The news would keep him awake all 
night,”” said Mrs. Potter. “I shall not 
‘tell. him until to-morrow morning. Mrs. 
Dix sent us word several days ago that 
Dr. Dix was ill, but we had no idea that 
it was so serious. It will be a great 
shock to the Bishop.” 

The last week or two before his death 
had undoubtedly been a strain on Dr. 
Dix. He preached in Trinity on Easter 
Sunday and on every day of the succeed- 
ing week he was present at services. In 
his last illness he was unattended by his 
colleagues in the church because of the 
fact that nearly every member of the 
Trinity ministry was out of town on an 
Easter vacation.

These arrangements 
will be made public to-day. j 
Dr. Dix’s Career. 


Dr. Dix was born in 1827. For 46 years 
Dr. Dix had been rector of the old church 
at Broadway and Wall Street, and in 1902 
the fortieth anniversary of his incum- 
bency was celebrated. In his sermons 
and views he reflected the sturdy stock 
from which he came, and the traditions 
of his family made him particularly pa- 
triotic. He was recognized as one of the 
-most scholarly and intellectual clergymen 
who ever vreached from an American 
pulpit. 

- Although Dr. Dix’s life lay along smooth 
Pplaces*and his success in the clergy was 
immediate, thesé facts did not make him 
less energetic. Under his administration 
the affairs of Trinity have floruished, and 
it is oné of the richést and most eminent 
Congregations in the city. But in these 
worldly advantages Dr. Dix did not find 
his-greatest inspiration. He often said: 

“I wish I could live again the days of 
- my youth and those first early years of 
work. My work lay almost wholly amceng 
@iildren anid lowly people. For fifteen 

years I lived in the lower part of the city, 
and it was dear work, full of love and 
comfort.”

BINGHAM FINDS ANARCHISTS. 


Submits List to Immigration Bureau 
and Five Will Be Deported, 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—In the round- 
up of Anarchists of foreign birth by the 
authorities of various large cities ef the 
country, working in co-operation with the 
United States immigration officials, a 
great maay foreigners with criminal rec- 
ords in their own country have been dis- 
covered. The cases of these men are 
being investigated by the immigration of- 
ficials, and where the facts warrant the 
action they are being deported from 
America. 

Gen. Bingham, Police Commissioner of 
New York City, has submitted a list of 
names of foreigners with criminal rec- 
ords to the Bureau of Immigration, and 
it is known that these cases now are 
under investigation. Secretary Straus of 
the Deparfment of Commerce and Labor 
and Commissioner General Sargent of the 
Bureau of Immigration are co-operating 
with the municipal and State authorities 
to rid the United States of as many of 
these “ undesirables"’ as can be reached 
by law. 

Orders were issued to-day for the de- 
portation of five Italians found in New 
York, all of whom have criminal records. 
They have been convicted of various 
crimes, ranging from murder to petit 
larceny. They are among those on Gen. 
Bingham’s list. Some, at least, of them 
are declared to be Anarchists, and all] 
have been proved to be bad.

FANATIC’S CHILD SACRIFICED. 


Irene Smith Was Offered by Her Fa- 
ther to be Killed by Uncle. 


EASTON, Penn., April: Coroner Feth- 
erlof at Nazareth, ne¢ this after- 
noon began an inquest into the death of 
Irene May Smith, the five-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Smith of 
Alliance, who was offered as a sacrifice 
by her parents and uncle, members of the 
fanatic religious sect whose actions have 
startled the community. The Smiths and 
Zachman, who is an uncle of the child 
and who killed her during his frenzy, 
are in the county jail. 

Bachman insists that the child was 
possessed of the devil and that he killed 
her by command from heaven. He main- 
taing that he did no wrong and that God 
will protect him. He cries out from his 
cel] that he is to be crucified and pleads 
with the jailer to hurry the execution 
that he may appear before the throne of 
God who sent him to earth to perform a 
great mission for the salvation of man- 
kind. ‘ 

Mrs. Smith ts rational and realizes the 
gravity of the situation. She declares the 
religion she and her husband adopted is 
@ myth and that they were not acting by 
direction of God. She never had faith in 
the teachings of the sect, but joined them 
in order to keep peace in the family. 

The Coroner’s jury late to-day rendered 
a verdict charging Robert Bachman with 
the murder of Irene May Smith. The sur- 
geons who made the post-mortem exam- 
fination found that eath was due to 
strangulation. Bachman will be formally 
charged with the murder in the morning.

The celebration of the centennial of the 
founding of the Diocese of New 
which has been in progress all this week 
at St. Patrick's Cathedral, reached a 
point last night when the laity paid trib- 
ute to his Eminence Cardinal Logue, 
Archbishop of Armagh, Primate of All 
Ireland, and the one hundred and four- 
teenth successor of St. Patrick. 

Carnegic Hall, where the meeting was 
held, was crowded to the doors, and the 
throng that was eager to cheer the vener- 
able Cardinal and to kneel for his bless- 
ing outside as he passed in and out was 
80 great that all traffic in Fifty-seventh 
Street between Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nues was cut off by the police surrounding 
the building. Considerable difficulty was 
experienced in keeping clear a way for 
the Cardinal to and from his carriage. 

Inside the building an ovation was given 
to the guest of honor. He was cheered 
by ‘the assembled multitude until he 
started his brief speech and forced silence. 
Archbishop Farley shared in the ovation. 

On the stage with the Cardinal were 
the Archbishops and other prelates of the 
church in America, the Papal Delegate, 
Diomede Falconio; priests from every 
part of the country, the Catholic Saenger- 
bund, who were to furnish the singing 
for the evening; Morgan J. O’Brien, John 
J. Delany, W. Bourke Cockan, and many 
distinguished laymen, Judges, and men of 
the professions. 


Mr. O’Brien Chairman. 


Ex-Justice O’Brien was Chairman of the 
meeting. In his address he said: 


“We must all be impressed with the 
conditions surrounding our meeting, the 
congratulations from President Roosevelt 
to Archbishop Farley, and from officials, 
citizens, and divines not of our faith, and 
the presence of many of our fellow-citl- 
zens who entertain religious convictions 
different from our own. What a change 
a hundred years has made. 

“It is not so many years ago when the 
realization of such happy conditions would 
have been thought impracticable and vis- 
ionary, for we know that at the beginning 
of the nineteenth century our religion and 
.its teachers were persecuted, and the pub- 
lic sentiment against it was expressed in 
whostile laws and unjust discrimination. 

“The century just passed will go down 
in history as one in which the greatest 
toleration in religion has been exhibited, 
and from the bottom of our hearts we 
can thank God that the days of bigotry, 
religious rancor, and bitterness have 
passed, and the reign of *‘ Peace and good- 
will among men’ has begun.” 

When Mr. O'Brien mentioned the name 
of President Roosevelt in the course of 
his speech the big audience cheered vo- 
ciferously. 

Archbishop Farley was introduced, and 
made an introductory speech: for the Car- 
dina]. He referred to the See from which 
the Primate came as the one that had 
received the iaith before York or Canter- 
bury, and that had held it undiminished 
through the 1,400 years since St. Patrick. 
He said that the faith of Ireland had been 
built up and maintained, not in times of 

rosperity but in times of adversity, and 
be uttered a word of advice and warning 
to the Catholics of New York to hold to 
their creed in times of prosperity, when 
there might be danger of the waning of 
the faith. 

Greeting to the Cardinal. 

“In the name of the 900 priests of the 
diocese, the suffragans of the province of 
New York, and the 1,200,000 Catholics here 
¥ want to thank the Cardinal for bis visit 
and his participation tn the celebration 
ef our centennial,” he said “In the 
language that was rich in literature be- 
fore Chaucer and Shakespeare wrote I 
want to bid him a hundred thousand wel- 
comes.”’ 

After an address by John J. Delany, In 
which tribute was paid to the religious 
faithfulness of the Catholics of America, 
the Cardinal was introduced. 

“JT did not expect to make a speech,” 
he said with a twinkle in his eyes as 
he looked over the atidience. “But I 
‘have been pitchforked into it just as 
have been many of my countrymen be- 
fore me. Still I would be lacking in 
arnt if I did not say a word of 

ks for the reception you have ten- 
dered me. 

“Tt has been a reception that started 
before I put foot on the soil of the 
Jang, and which, I may say, I do not

Fill the Cathedral. 


The Catholic parochial school children 
of New York had the cathedral to them- 
selves yesterday, when they participated 
in the celebration of a solemn Pontifical 
mass. Cardinal Logue, Archbishop Far- 
ley, and all of the distinguished prelates 
of the Church {n the city for the centen- 
nial attended the mass itn their priestly 
vestments. 

Bishop Thomas M. A. Burke of Albany 
was the celebrant of the mass, with Mer. 
J. S. M. Lynch assistant priest, the Rev. 
Thomas A. Thornton deacon, and the Rev. 
Joseph F. Smith sub-deacon. The Very 
Rev. J. R. Meagher preached the sermon. 

Ten per cent. of the total of 65,000 paro- 
chial pupils were selected from the va- 
rious schools to participate in the cele- 
bration.

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LEFT HUSBAND DYIN 
IN HOME IN IRELAND 


Mrs. Clary, Arrested on the Cam- 
pania, Will Be Sent Back 
on Saturday. 


Said He Became Ili After Wife Gave 
Him a Drink—Died Soon 
After She Sailed. 


Acting on advices received by the British 
Consulate here from the Inspector Gen- 
eral of the Irish Police, Central Office de- 
tectives yesterday detained Mrs. Margaret 
Clary and held temporarily Mrs. Cath- 
erine Bowen, both of Clare-Morris, County 
Mayo, Ireland, who arrived on the Cam- 
pania. Mrs. Clary is wanted in Ireland in 
connection with the death of her hus- 
band, who, it is alleged, died of an over- 
dose of medicine. 

It appears that on April 23 Mrs. Clary, 
a handsome young woman, left the home 
of her husband, a farmer, who had been 
ill for some time. She had nursed him. 
She went to Queenstown, and there 
took passage on the Campania in the 
steerage on April 24. Soon after she left 
her husband died. 

The Irish police wired a full descrip- 
tion of her to the British Consulate here, 
which was turned over to Inspector Mc-

Place of Honor Given to H. O. Tanner 
—Works by Richard Miller and R. 
MacCameron Greatly Admired.

PARIS, April 29.—The critics are 
unanimous in attesting the preponder- 
ant part taken by Americans in this 
year’s salon of the Société des Artistes 
Francais, which was officially opened 
to-day by President Fallitres. The 
place of honor is accorded to a large 
canvas by H. O. Tanner, the mulatto 
of Philadelphia, entitled ‘‘The Wise 
and Foolish Virgins.”” This picture is 
believed by many to be Mr, Tanner’s 
masterpiece. Nearby, in the same room, 
is a striking portrait by Henry Hubbell, 
who also is attracting much attention. 

Richard Miller, the young St. Louis 
painter, has, perhaps, scored the great- 
est success in the salon. Thiebault- 
Sisson, one of the foremost of the art 
critics of France, writing for the 
Temps, says: F 

“Jt is no longer necessary for Mr. 
Miller to exert himself to attract at- 
tention. Whether we wish it or not, 
he is a master. His mastery is not 
only due to the strength of his draw- 
ing, but to the taste of his composition 
and to his unfailing versatility, tech- 
nique, and distinction of color. All 
| these qualities are splendidly present in 
his portrait of two children, which is 
exhibited in this salon.” 

Similar high praise’ is given to the 
artist’s other work, entitled ‘ Toy Mer- 
chant.” 
| Frank Boggs presents a series of 
splendid water colors. F. A. Bridgman 
pacer a typical Arabian café full of 
Oriental sunlight and color. Richard 
| Hartshorne has another success in his 
| « Chess Players.” This scene is placed 
in the corner of a typical Paris café 
with life-sized figures. 

Lionel Walden, who long has been 
prominent as a painter of marines, ex- 
hibits two splendid pictures from the 
coast of Britanny. One of these repre- 
sents sunlit breakers on a rocky coast; 
the other shows a quiet beach with 
two nude women sporting in the shal- 
low water. Parke Dougherty of Phila- 
delphia also shows two striking sea- 
scapes from the Britanny coast. 

There was a crowd all of to-day 
around a large canvas painted by an-! 
other American, R. MacCameron, for 
the Anti-Alcoholic League. This pic- 
ture, which is entitled ‘‘ Three Friends,” 
might have been called ‘“ Absinthe 
Drinkers.” Two men and &@ woman are 
seated in a low café. On a table before 
them are three glasses of the pale 
green liquid, the ravages of which al- 
ready are seen in their faces. The 
picture is severely brutal and tre- 
mendously impressive; the drawing is 
strong and incisive; its color effect is 


lin black and‘green. 

Two of the best landscapes in the 
salon are exhibited by W. T. Silva, 
formerly of Chattanooga. One shows | 
pine trees and sand dunes, the other a | 
quiet French canal. Aston Knight at- | 
tracts attention with his excellent view 
of Niagara. His father, Ridgway 
Knight, has two typical country scenes, | 

Many critics say the day when} 
French artists found an unlimited mar- 
ket for their works in the United States 
is ended. This salon, at any rate, 
shows that America is capable of pro- 
ducing its own art. The time is not 
far distant when American amateurs 
will appreciate this fact and pay atten- 
tion to American talent instead of look- 


ing to Paris.

Robert-Fleurry extibits |

FILIPINOS FOR ECONOMY. 


Assembly Makes Cuts In Budget Which 
Government May Oppose. 


MANILA, April 29—The Assembly 
Committee on Appropriations proposes 
a series of sweeping reductions in gen- 
eral expenses and salaries, reducing the 
budget roughly from 28,000,000 pesos to 
20,000,000. 

Plans have been made to cut the sal- 
aries of commissioners with portfolios 
to 20,000 pesos a year and commissioners 
without portfolios to 10,000 pesos. Re- 
ductions in the pay of Justices of the 


Supreme Court, Members of the Assembly, 
the Speaker, and other officers, are also 
proposed. tt is also planned to reduce 
the constabulary force to 900.

He is pop- 
ular at Court and in the exclusive social 
set and is well known as a racing man 
and an enthusiastic sportsman. He is six 
feet in height and has a well-knit figure. 

He has no chante of succeeding to the 
title, insomuch as the Earl of Dudley has 
@ large family. He recelved a legacy of 
$500,000 when he became of age, and has 
had other legacies since. 

For a long time past Mr. Ward has 
attended all the social functions at 
Dorchester House, the Relds’s residence, 
and he has dined and lunched there al- 
most every day since Miss Reid's recent 
return from America, He met Miss 


Reid at the railroad station on her re- 
turn from a trip to Paris this month. 

The wedding will take place some time 
this Summer, but the exact date has not 
yet been fixed. It doubtless will be on 
the brilliant scale for which the Amer- 
ican Embassy under the régime of Mr.

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BALLOT BOX GUARDS TESTIFY. 


Forly Policemen Say None of the 
Boxes Was Tampered With. 


Forty more policemen, who helped 
guard the ballot boxes holding the votes 
of the Mayoralty election in 1905, were 
examined in the Hearst-McClellan recount 
case yesterday, and when the court ad- 
journed the Bronx police were being rap- 
idly examined. Counsel for the Attorney 
General hope to start with the Kings 
police to-day. Only one witness was 
examined yesterday who was not con- 
nected with the Police Department—State 
Senator William J. Grattan, who was the 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee on 
Privileges and Elections that investigated 
the various contests growing out of the 
election of 1905. 

Senator Grattan said the committee was 
in session in this city from Jan. 13 to May 
8, 1906; that the ballot boxes, during that 
time, were never left unprotected, police- 
men and some person representing the 
committee always being on guard. Sen- 
ator Grattan said he was of the opinion 
that the seal on one of the boxes was 
broken. Otherwise the boxes were all in- 
tact, and the seals in place. 

The testimony of the police was similar 
in all its main features. They said that 
the boxes were carefully guarded while} 
in their control, and all were certain that | 
not one ballot box had been tampered! 
with. 

After court adjourned Clarence J. Shearn 
explained to a Timms reporter the proce- 
dure that will be followed by the court in 
this case. 

“We are now identifying the ballots 
that will be offered in evidence,” said Mr. 
Shearn, “‘our object at this time being 
to show that the ballots have been prop- 
erly kept and safeguarded, so that the 
court may know that they are the same 
ballots that were voted in the election of 
1906. When this is done the ballots will 
be offered in evidence and Justice Lam- 
bert will accept or reject them. 

“If Justice Lambert accepts the bal- 
lots they will then be counted, Justice 
Lambert deciding all questions concerning 
disputed ballots. Should the recount 
show that Mr. Hearst was elected, the at- 
torneys for Mr. McClellan can then, if 
they so desire, go to work and try to 
prove that the ballots have not been 
properly kept. Then the jury will take 
the question and decide whetaer or not 
the ballots have been tampered with.’ 


MISTRIAL IN BREWER DIVORCE. 


Case Thrown Out Because of a State- 
ment Issued by the Husband. 


In keeping with previous developments 
in the divorce suit brought by Mrs. Edith 
A. Noble Brewer against her husband, 
William §S. Brewer, which has been occu- 
pying the attention of Supreme Court 
Justice Platzek and a jury for the last 
few days, the case was brought to a sud- 
dén close yesterday, when Justice Plat- 
zek, immediately on taking his seat, ‘with- 
drew a juror and declared a mistrial.

Presents Petition Signed by Near- 
ly All Democrats Asking Dis- 
charge of Committee. 


NEEDS 30 FOR MAJORITY 


But Republicans Refuse to Sign—Fur- 
ther Testimony Showing How the 
Combination Raised Prices.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—John Sharp 
Williams brought the question of {ree 
wood pulp up again in the House to-day 
and carried the war into the enemy’s 
country. Mr. Williams came armed with 
a petition to the Speaker, now signed by 
all Democratic members in Washington, 
and in a speech, interrupted by prolonged 
applause on both sides and almest con- 
stant laughter, urged the mepublicans to 
sign the petition. a 

When Mr. Williams entered the Cham- 
ber he was followed by a tiny page stag- 
gering under the weight of a table on 
which rested a pen and an inkwell. The 
page deposited his burden immediately 

ehind Mr, Williams's desk. 

Mr. Williams explained that he had al- 
tong 4 162 names to his petition asking 
the Speaker to allow the House to come 
to a vote on some! bill looking to free 
wood pulp, that four absent Democrats 
would bring the list up to 166, and that 
there were at least ap Republicans 
who had introduced bills looking to the 
same end, Twenty-nine insurgent Repub- 
licans would put the balance of power of 
the House in the hands of the men who 
wish to repeal the duty on wood pulp. 

“These thirty Republicans,” said Mr. 
Williams, ‘‘ have introduced bills with the 
avowed purpose of getting wood pulp and 
print paper on the free list; and I am 
sure they introduced these bills in good 
faith and are eager to do everything in 
their power to accomplish the results set 
forth in their preambles. Their oppor- 
tunity is now before them. Let them sign 
this petition.”’ 

Republicans Wouldn't Sign. 

Not a Republican moved. The NHittle 
page again got under the table, upon 
which the petition had been laid, and 
planted it directly under the Speaker's 
desk, turned the sheets of the petition to 
the place for the next signature, dipped 
the pen in the ink, and walked away, 
smiling proudly. 

No other name was added to this list 
during the day. This is the petition: 
Hon. J, G. Cannon: 

Mr. Speaker: We, the undersigned Represen- 
tatives in Congress, request, each for himself 
and each for all the others, that you recognize 
one of us, or, if you prefer, some other Rep- 
resentative, to move the discharge of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means from further con- 
sideration of, and to supend the rules and to 
pass the Stevens bill, or any other bill having 
the effect to put wood pulp and print paper on 
the free list. 

“I am hopeful,” said Mr. Williams, 
“that thirty of you will sign the petition, 
but if you do not like it because my name 
and Mr. De Armond’s and Champ Clark's 
names are on it, then we are perfectly 
willing for you to get up another petition 
and we will add our names to that. 

“If thirty of you sign, the Speaker can- 
not refuse, for at the beginning of the 
session the Speaker replied to a question 
from Mr. De Armond that the majority 
of the House could always get what it 
wanted, and that the majority of the 
House would always be heeded by the 
Speaker.” s

Practically all newspaper ‘“‘copy”’ has 
to be “edited "’ to some extent, and most 
of it to a large extent, before it can be 
used, and this work can best be done 
when the writer’s thoughts have pro- 
gressed only one step along the long jour- 
ney toward readiness for the reader’s 
eye. Matter in type can, indeed, be cor- 
rected and revised to some extent, but it 
is difficult and expensive work that 
usually has to be done at an hour when 
time is most precious and real editing 
can hardly be attempted then except for 
very serious reasons. 

Newspapers, as eminent electricians 
and a good many other people do not 
seem to realize, are made by men who 
sit at desks and work into proper shape 
the raw material supplied to them by 
reporters scattered all over the world— 
material supplied, nowadays, in quanti- 
ties invariably much larger than can poe- 
sibly be used. If the folks who expect 
gratitude for sending in matter ** good 
enough to fill up with” only knew the 
amount of really good news nightly 
thrown away in every newspaper office 
for lack of space for it, they would—well 
they would understand how empty are 
the expressions of gratitude which some 
of them occasionally get. 

However, if Mr. Knupsen makes his 
invention work a use will surely be found 
for it, if not in the newspaper field, then 
somewhere else.

When Maximilian Harden, editor of Die 
Zukunft, was on Jan..3 sentenced by a 
Berlin court to four months’ imprisonment 
for Hibeling the friends of the German 
Kaiser, the German press generally agreed 
with the opinion of the Judges that Har- 
den’s allegations were utterly unfounded, 
Some papers, however, stated that Har- 
den had failed to follow up his charges 
and had taken the sentence without ap- 
peal because he had accepted $250,000 
|} from the friends of Prince Eulenburg. 

Herr Harden brought suit for Nbel 
}against one of the papers making this 
statement, the Neue Freie Volkszeitung 
of Munich. The case came up on Jan. 2f, 
and resulted not only in a victory for 
Herr Harden against the Munich paper, 
but a vindication of his whole procedure 
against Prince Eulenburg, who, since the 
editor's condemnation, had beén consid- 
ered fully rehabilitated. The truth, which, 
has been so carefully concealed for many 
imonths, was drawn from the mouth of the 
Prince’s valet ‘by skillful cross-examina- 
tion. 

When the valet, Ernst, took the witness 
stand he repeated the statement that he 
had made at the former trial, exonerat- 
ing the Prince. Then the President of 
the court took him in hand, saying: 

“I wish to point out the improba- 
bility of your story, The Prince engages 
you, who are a fisherman, as a valet, 
takes you with him on his travels, has 
you up to Liebenberg, in Uckermark, and 
gives you 12,000 marks on a mortgage. 
There must be something behind all that. 
Come, tell us the truth, and Nghten your 
conscience. Remember the heavy punish- 
ments which will fall upon you both In 
this world and in the next if you break 
the oath you have sworn.” 

The witness replied in a_ hesitating 
voice, and the President, seeing that he 
was weakening, again declared solemnly: 
‘*Come, let us have the truth. You know 
that you are keeping something back.” 

Thereupon Ernst little by little con- 
fessed that the suspicion of the President 
was correct, and he proceeded in a low 
and quivering voice to present evidence 
tending to show that the worst charges 
made by the editor of Die Zukunft against 
the Prince were true In fact and substance.

WPCARTER VICTOR 
IN $10,000 RACE 


Neweastle Stable’s Colt Takes 
Excelsior After a Struggle 
at the End. 


JACK ATKIN BEATEN A NECK 


Crowd of 20,000 Visitors Witnessed 
Contest for Feature Event of 
Jamaica Track’s Opening. 


The best and cleanest race in the his- 
tory of the $10,000 Excelsior Handicap 
was run at the Jamaica race course yes- 
terday and won by the four-year-old colt 
McCarter in a whipping neck-and-neck 
finish with Jack Atkin, winner of the 
Carter and Queens County Handicaps, at 
Aqueduct, Only these two actually fig- 
ured in the contest from the turn into 
the stretch to the winning post, the nace 
carried by Jack Atkin and followed by 
McCarter taking the contenders far away 
from the others of the field in the first 
six furlongs of the mile and a sixteonth 
race, but the struggle at the end between 
the two best-backed horses of the seven 
that ran provided a race that was full 
of sensation and in doubt unt!] the last 
stride had been taken. 

The race marked the opening of the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club's Spring meet- 
ing, and was the chief event of a pro- 
gramme that drew a record-breaking at- 
tendance for the Jamaica course, The 
weather, bright and Summer like, with 
only a light warm breeze blowing through 
the stands, contributed much to the suc- 
cess of the Jamaica opening, and rounded 
out a real racing holiday for the crowd, 
estimated at 20,000. 

Twelve horses were named on the card 
for the Excelsior, but it was known in 
advance that at least three of these would 
not start. When the scratching had been 
done and the entries were announced, five 
of the twelve, Spooner, Red River, Berke- 
ley, Restigouche, and Light Wool, had 
been withdrawn, though the race actually 
suffered no marked loss by the scratch- 
ing, as the best of the horses were left 
in. ‘From the first betting to the start 


of the race, the fourth on the card, Jack 
Atkin, carrying the Schreiber colors and 
ridden by Musgrave, the jockey who rode 
him in his victories at the Aqueduct track, 
was the public favorite, the highest price 
laid against him being 2 to 1, while he 
went to the post at 8 to 5. The New- 
castle Stable’s McCarter, the same age 
as Jack Atkin, ridden by Notter, and in 
receipt of six pounds from Jack Atkin, 
the top weight, was as consistently the 
second choice, and started at 16 to 5, with 
H. P. Whitney’s Brookdale Nymph, the 
B. & O, Stable’s Chapultepec, and R. F. 
Carman’s Rifleman the next choices. The 
outsiders were Old Honesty and Zienap. 

Of the field McCarter was the only horse 
that-had not started this Spring, and in 
consequence the curiosity of the betting 
racegoers was great concerning him. , Mc- 
Carter had the full confidence of\ his 
stable, and looked fit enough to justify the 
faith that the stable following felt. 

When the barrier was_ raised, 
horses all broke to a good start, with 
the exception of Chapultepec, which 
lunged and kept McDani¢él so busy trying 
to straighten him out that he was all but 
left, Zienap, Rifleman, and Jack Atkin 
showing in front in that order as they 
left the pest, while the closing in of the 
others threw McCarter in behind the 
crowd, with Chapultepec just settling 
down in last place on the outside. Jack 
Atkin broke away in his own sprinting 
style, and in the run to the first turn 
took his top weight to the front, and 
went on at a fast pace, while Chapultepec, 
rushing into the crowd on the turn, for 
a few strides threatened to cut down 
the horses in front of him, McCarter ap- 
earing to be in the greatest danger. 

ing around the turn, Rifleman and 
Old Honesty were second and third to 
Jack Atkin, with McCarter then fourth, 
but as they went into the back stretch, 
McCarter moved forward and took sec- 
ond place, two lengths behind Jack At- 
kin, with Rifleman then third, Brookdale 
Nymph there having dropped back to last 
place and out of the race. 

Down the back stretch McCarter closed 
steadily on the leader, and on the far 
turn lapped him, and, running then on 
the outside, made an effort for the lead. 
Jack Atkin moved away, and McCarter 
going with him, the two drew further and 
urther from the horses behind them and 
came to the bend into the stretch lapped, 
with Jack Atkin leading by half a iength. | 
On the straight Notter was forced to! 
urge McCarter, Jack Atkin at that point | 
seeming to be going the easier of the two, 
and just, before they reached the last 
furlong pole Notter was at work with his 
whip. McCarter responded gallantly to 
the punishment and closing still, drew up | 
to Jack Atkin’s throat latch abreast the 
sixteenth pole, Musgrave there beginning 
to ride and urge his horse forward. In 
the next few strides Jack Atkin, too, was 
under the whip, and though he ran 
straight and gamely, his effort as pace-| 
maker and the weight told, and his stride 
was shortening when McCarter with a 
final effort and still under the whip, 
showed his nose in front. Even then the 
issue was in doubt until the horses were 
actually on the post, McCarter then draw- 
ing out a trifle further, and, hard ridden 
to the last jump, winning by a short neck, ! 
with Jack Atkin second, four lengths in} 
front of Rifleman, which hung on in third | 
lace and finished two lengths before 
ld Honesty, the fourth horse. The frac-

Option on Sale of Mutual Life’s Stock 
Holdings in Trust Company to 
Syndicate Held Up.

| A reduction in the Board of Directors 
of the United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company from thirty members to twenty- 
;one has been decided upon by the inter- 
jests in control of that company, including 
the Mutual Life. The adjourned annual 
meeting of the stockholders is to be held 
to-day, and the board will be organized 
along the new lines. 

In explanation of this change it was 
stated yesterday that the board has been 
an unusually large one, and has included 
many inactive members. Recent events 
in the banking world have made it seem 
more desirable to have as Directors of 
financial institutions only those who can 
give a fair amount of attention to the 
affairs of the institution. Moreover, ow- 
ing to the greater obligations imposed 
upon Directors by recent banking reforms, 
there is less disposition than formerly on 
thegpart of prominent men to identify 
themselves with institutions in which they 
are not actively interested. 

This reduction,in the number of the Di- 
rectors has no reference, it was learned, 
to the status of the agreement entered 
into last year between the Mutual Life 
and a syndicate headed by George M. 
Cumming, who recently resigned as Presi- 
dent of the United States Mortgage and 
Trust Company, for the sale of the 5,000 
shares of the company held by the Mutual 
Life. Mr. Cumming no longer has any In- 


terest in this syndicate. 

The terms of this agreement provided 
that about $500,000 of the purchase price 
was to be paid in cash, and that the bal- 
ance was to be met in installments, the 
first of which was to have been paid next 
September. It is understood, however, in 
banking circles that a change has taken 
place in the plans of this syndicate, and 
the chances are that the sale will not now 
be completed. The understanding at the 
time was that the purchase of the Mutual 
Life’s holdings by this syndicate was to 
be a step In a plan for merging the Wind- 
sor Trust Company and the Empire Trust 
Company with the United States Mortgage 
has not been formally abandoned, it is 
upon the terms originally proposed.

Accompanying the expert opinion 
were several maps showing the exact con- 
dition of the: development at the mines, 
and it was decided to print these maps, 
together with the report, for circulation 
among the stockholders. Because two 
weeks or more will be needed for the 
preparation of the report in complete 
form, the Secretary of the company was 
authorized by the committee yesterday to 
give out the following summary of condi- 
tlons: 


The report is much less favorable than was 
hoped» It shows that, while there are large 
ore reserves, the developments of the last six 
months have been disappointing, and that much 
of the ore is below commercial grade.
